Dear Sir: 
The electric process that you ask about is a solution of 2% AAS: 
sodium hydroxide emd caustic soda placed in jars holding from one to three 
litres. A low voltage direct current is used. Ifyou are on alternsting 
current any sort of a rectifier that reduces will do. If you are on direct — 
current you can stop it down in various ways. For one small jar #4 ampere © 
would do. If you have more you can increase slightly. We had about 30 
jars ~ith about six amperes going through. The voltage for the 30 jars. was a ae 
from six to eight amperes. OD bem 


On the negative terminal we place the coins thatewe wish to clean. e§ 

If thore were miny we mide baskets of copper wire screening so as to hold 

the pieces. If there were a few we would simply wind around each coin a — 

piece of thin copper wire. On the positive terminal we used a small piece 
of platinum wire. Iron will do but it dirties the bath.” 


With siiehtly corrode’ copper coins it may take onl: a féw days; 
with badly corroded copper coins it sometimes takes months. We have left 
them in at times for nearly a year. In no instance have we found that you 
can leave them in too long. We use it also to clean badly taznished silver 
coins. If the oxide is slight a half an hour may do; if the oxide is very 
black two or three days is needed. This does not remove the tarnish but 
loosens it so that you can easily take it off by rubbing them with a tooth 
brush with ammonia and silver polish that does not have rouge in it. This 
should be done wet. The copnver pieces have to be brushed also. A little 
experimenting will tell you more or less how long to leave the coins. Do 
not mix copper with silver. 


We ha ve not as vet gotten the new Brazilian coins that you mention. 
We would be very pleased to get a set. ’
